RECORD WHEAT CROP 


Nine Hundred Milion Bushels is the 


Prospective Yield. 


Nine hundred million bushels of 


wheat, almost half of the average 
world's wheat production, and a new 
record for the United States, is the 
prospective total yield to the farms of 
the country this year, the department 
of agriculture announced Monday in 
its June crop report. 


The enormous crop will be 137,000,- 


000 bushels more than ever before 
was grown in the United States in 
any one year. Excellent weather for 
the growing crop and an increase of 
6.4 per cent in the acreage planted to 
wheat are responsible. 


There also will be large yields of 


oats and barley, probably second in 
size in the history of the nation.

Information from a source s>uch as to 


make it authentic is that the plan now 
under consideration is for Blunquet 
first to come here, in company with 
the Brazilian minister, for a conference 
with Geneial Funston regarding the 
nature of Huertn's reception and 
whether he would be welcomed within 
the American lines. 


It was known that the Brazilian min- 


ister in the City of Mexico either has 
been or will be requested by the dicta- 
tor to sound Washington regarding his 
entrance of the American lines. 


From a Mexican who has been in 


touch with the highest officials in the 
City of Mexi< o it is. learned Huerta has 
become cominced that It is unsafe for 
his family to remain longer in the cap

CARRANZA'S REPLY READY. 


Impression Warn That Order for In- 


dictment* Meant the Intention of 
the Court to Refute the Applica- 
tion*—Full Text of the New Order. 


By jumping at conclusions Tuesday 


this paper and a large number of per- 
sons were under the impression that 
the order of the court, directing ^Jhe 
indictment of George Mullen and E. 
J. Smith, of Grampian, on the charge 
of violating the law in the sale of li- 
quor at their hotels, if such action 
shall be asked for the district attor- 
ney by the remonstrants or their at- 
torney, also disposed of the applica- 
tions for licenses for the Grampian 
hotels. 


This was an error, however, as the 


decree referred to a matter connected 
with the license applicants and did 
not touch upon the .licenses themsel- 
ves. Last evening Judge Bell filed a 
decision in the Grampian cases, grant 
ing the licenses toMessrs Mullen and 
Smith, upon certain conditions, which 
will be found related in the following 
article. 


Decision of the Court. 


In the cases the petition of Mullen 


is signed by 28 voters of Grampian 
borough, and that of E. J. Smith by 
23. A supplemental petition in favor 
of Smith is signed by 50 voters. Af- 
ter deducting duplications it appears 
64 voters favor licenses at Grampian. 
The remonstrance is signed by 41 
men and 50 women of Grampian, of 
whom T. E. Moore afterwards signs 
the supplemental petition and H. B. 
Bachlier signs 
all the papers filed. 


Based on the voters alone the weight 
is with the applications, which is re- 
duced by the fact that 50 women of 
Grampian also remonstrate 
and 66 


men and 12 men of Perm township re- 
monstrate, which is to be considered 
though it cannot be given the same 
weight as signers from the borough.

This excuse is becominC worn 
threadbare. Any reasonable effort OB 
the part of licensees in any town to 
prevent liquor from reaching the pro- 
hibited class would practically- stop 
such sales. Whenever it is not shown 
that such an effort is being actively 
and honestly made, licensees must ex- 
pect to be held responsible for condi- 
tions. 


No matter what may be the need of 


Grampian for license that necessity 
cannot override the interest of public 
order, and unless the condition com- 
plained of absolutely stops in Gram- 
pian and the annoyance of the quiet 
public ended, this town will go with- 
out license. 


Granted on Condition. 


The court will grant these licenses 


with a rule to show cause why they 
should not be revoked,and will also ill* 
an order directing the district attor- 
ney to send up indictments against 
each of these licensees for sales of 
liquor to men of known intemperate 
habits and to men visibly affected by 
intoxicating liquor, which indictments 
shall be presented at the September 
sessions, if request so to do is made 
of the district attorney by the remon- 
strants or their attorney and in case 
of conviction the licenses will be re- 
voked.

Nine hundred million bushels of 


wheat, almost half of the average 
world's wheat production, and a new 
record for the United States, is the 
prospective total yield to the farms of 
the country this year, the department 
of agriculture announced Monday in 
its June crop report. 


The enormous crop will be 137,000,- 


000 bushels more than ever before 
was grown in the United States in 
any one year.

CARRANZA'S REPLY READY. 


Impression Warn That Order for In- 


dictment* Meant the Intention of 
the Court to Refute the Applica- 
tion*—Full Text of the New Order. 


By jumping at conclusions Tuesday 


this paper and a large number of per- 
sons were under the impression that 
the order of the court, directing ^Jhe 
indictment of George Mullen and E. 
J. Smith, of Grampian, on the charge 
of violating the law in the sale of li- 
quor at their hotels, if such action 
shall be asked for the district attor- 
ney by the remonstrants or their at- 
torney, also disposed of the applica- 
tions for licenses for the Grampian 
hotels. 


This was an error, however, as the 


decree referred to a matter connected 
with the license applicants and did 
not touch upon the .licenses themsel- 
ves. Last evening Judge Bell filed a 
decision in the Grampian cases, grant 
ing the licenses toMessrs Mullen and 
Smith, upon certain conditions, which 
will be found related in the following 
article. 


Decision of the Court. 


In the cases the petition of Mullen 


is signed by 28 voters of Grampian 
borough, and that of E. J. Smith by 
23. A supplemental petition in favor 
of Smith is signed by 50 voters. Af- 
ter deducting duplications it appears 
64 voters favor licenses at Grampian. 
The remonstrance is signed by 41 
men and 50 women of Grampian, of 
whom T. E. Moore afterwards signs 
the supplemental petition and H. B. 
Bachlier signs 
all the papers filed. 


Based on the voters alone the weight
